Unemployment 
in U. S. Soars 
to New High

Washington, Feb. 7 — ffl — The 


number of job openings across the 
nation took a 1,609000 dive 
last 


month and sent un e m p loymcnt 
soaring to 4,480,000 — highest since 
prewar September, 1941. 


Although largely s e a s o n a l in 


character, reflecting the onset of 
winter, the development had the 
effect of putting out of work seven 
out of each 100 persons in the na- 
tion's labor force. 


That left 56,947,000 civilian job- 
olders, plus another 1,408,000 in 


the armed forces, the census bu- 
reau said yesterday in a survey 
taken the second week of January.
